The local couple spent the 
holidays in Spa. Belgium 
with Mrs. Brown's parents 
and then visited in Spain 
and Ireland.

Prior to their departure 
on Dec. 19, the Browns 
were guests of honor at a 
bon voyage dinner party 
given by Mr. and Mrs. Rob­ 
ert Slceth, Jr.. at their Wal­ 
teria home.

Other guests attending 
were Mr. and Mrs. E. B.

Messrs. Brown, Williams 
and Sleeth were all in the 
Normandy invasion during 
World War II which took 
them to Belgium, where the 
Browns met and were mar­ 
ried.

Norman, former column­ 
ist and plantation owner, 
lived with his family in 
Cuba for eleven years until 
1960. when he sought ref­ 
uge in the United States. 
He tells his own eye-witness 
story of the Castro revolu­ 
tion, the destruction of his 
property, his narrow escape 
from a Castro firing squad 
and the subjugation of the 
Cuban people.

From his contacts still in 
Cuba, he reports on life and 
conditions there today un­ 
der Communism and the 
continuous aggressive mili­ 
tary prcpartions on the cap­ 
tive island

Norman has been award­ 
ed the American legion Ci­ 
tation for Meritorious Serv­ 
ice for his "Devoted, Truth­ 
ful and Dramatic Fight 
Against Communism."

His experiences in Cuba 
have been covered by a 
world-wide press. He has 
been interviewed by every 
major TV and radio pro­ 
gram in Los Angeles and 
has spoken extensively at 
political organizations, serv­ 
ice clubs, church meetings 
and rallies all over South­ 
ern California.
